South Wales for 1886 shows an in- 
crease for the year of 50,529, and a 
decrease, as compared with the 
number at the end of the previous 
decennial period of 1,763,169. 


In a test case made by an Ohio 
pork-raiser he found that a bushel 
of corn fed from a erib made nine 
pounds ef pork. A bushel of corn 
boiled made 13 1-2 pounds of pork, 
and a bushel of meal cooked made 
16 1-2 pounds.

Tun resiguation of President 
Grevy is one more step toward the 
establishment in France of the 
constitutional usage that a new 
President must always be elected in

has been forced to resign without 
serving out the term for which be 
was chosen. MacMahon was chosen 
in that way upon the retirement of 
his predecessor, M. Thiers. Grevy 
was chosen in similar circumstances 
upon the retirement of MacMahon. 
Now he himself, the third Presi- 
dent of the Republic, must make a 
vacapcy—for whom? That is the 
point of great moment. There are 
many candidates. Every party has 
n candidate, except, perhaps, the 
Bonapartists, for, though Jerome 
Napoleon is already in the field, 
not even the Bonapartists will 
touch him. It is reported that all 
the leaders of the Radicals and the 
Republican Left are only deter- 
mined against a military candi- 
date: This will exclude Boulanger, 
Saussier, the Governor of Paris,and 
the Duc d' Aumale, the permanent 
candidate of the Right, because 
there is no such unity lu any party 
as would make possible an election 
against the resolute opposition of so 
large a group. It may b> that in 
the days and excitement of an elec- 
tion there may be a military decis- 
ion—for the army may take the

Political Crisis in France. 

Paris, Dec. 1.—M. de Boulde yes- 
terday bad an interview with Piesi- 
dent Grevy, in the course of which he 
disclosed the nature of the alleged 
Russian objection to M. Ferry becom- 
ing President. He said the grave and 
critical position of home affairs ré- 
quired that Grevy should retain his 
post. There was sure to be an insur- 
rection if M. Ferry waselected. M 


Grevy denied that he had maneuverd 
against Boulanger. 

President Grevy this afternoon in- 
formed the Ministerial Council that 
in view of the change in the situation, 
he did not propose to make a commu- 
nication to Parllament to-day. M. 
Rou vier will announce this decision of 
M. Grevy to the Chamber of Deputies 
and will tender the resignation of the 
Cabinet. It ia reported that President 
Grevy will shortly form a new Cabi- 
net. 

LATER—The noon Official Gazette 
publishes the withdrawal of the resig- 
nation of the Rouvier Cabinet. The 
withdrawal was made at the request of 
the President. The Journal Des Debats 
advocates the election of M. Ferry to 
the Presidency. The parts of the 
Right has resolved not to support any 
Republican candidate. 

General Ferron, Minister of War 
in the Rouvier Cabinet, has been ap- 
peinted a grand officer of the Legion 
of Honor. 

Threats have been made of a revo- 
lntionary demonstration in front of 
Chamber of Deputies to-day, but they 
are not regarded as seiious. Exten- 
sive military and police precautions 
have been taken, however,to guard 
against any outbreak. 

2 Fp. M.—The Chamber of Deputies 
took a recess until 4 Pp. q. Great 
crowds surround the legislative build- 
ing, but they are orderly and there t+ 
no sign of the presence of a rey»lu- 
tion. At the Ministerial Council this 
morning the President informed M. 
Rou vier that be believed that public 
opinion was now ino bis favor, and that 
he could form a new Cabinet. When 
M. Rouvier left the Chamber he pro- 
ceeded to the Pace of Elysee and had 
a conference with the President. It is 
reported that M. Flourens is trying 
to form a Cabinet, 

CuIcaao, Dec. 1.—A special to the 
Daily News from Paris says: It is 
impossible to test the temper of the 
French people at present. The 
Radicals, who are at the bottom of the 
trouble, are on the run, and it looks as 
though the Clemenceau efforts to pull 
down the temple would be frustrate.1. 
The streets are being placarded in all 
directions with postera,whicth are torn 
down as fast as possible by the police, 
They say: “People of Paris, the 
Republic is in danger, Congr «ss 
is about to name Grevy’s successor 
at Versailles. There is a monstrous 
conspiracy to deliver the country to 
Ferry—the famine breeders to Ferry 
—the tonquinois to Ferry—the valet of 
Bismarck. Republicans of all shades 
—Socialists or revolutionaries, shall 
we allow such crime to be perpetrated ? 
No—A thousand times, no. Blood 
must not flow needlessly. But we 
will not recoil before any sacrifice to 
save France from being represented 
by the meanest of traitars. Citizens, 
let us be ready and watchful, as the 
Republic is in danger.”’

The Supreme Court of Illinois re- 
cently decided a case which involves 
a question of much interest to the 
profession, to the business men of 
the country, and to the public gen- 
erally. 

The facts were, tha: in the city of 


Chicago there were two egar-light 
companies, duly invorporated, each 
of which was authorized by its 
charter to furnish illuminating gis 
throughout the city, and various 
privileges and immunities were 
conferred upon them with the priv- 
ileges they enjoyed. They —— 
into a contract between themselves 
by which they mutually bound 
themselves not to compete with 
each other in certain portions of the 
sity, or, in ot er words, to keep up 
the prices of gas in those subdivis- 
ions of the city, above those which 
would hav been paid by consumers 
if the competition contemplated by 
their respective charters bad ex- 
isted. Oue of the companies de- 
clined to be bound by this agree- 
ment, and the other instituted 
proceedings to compel a specific 
performance of the contract. 

The question presented for the 
consideration of the court was 
whether corporations enjoying 
s ecial franchises and privileges, to 
be exercised as well for the benefit 
of the public as for their own pri- 
vate profit, can so pervert those 
franchises that their exercise shal! 
enure chiefly to the profit of the 
corporation at the expense aud to 
the detriment of the community, 
and whether a contract entered into 
with that view, und with the design 
of controlling prices and suppress- 
ing lawful competition, 80 far ac- 
cords with public policy that courts 
of equity will exert their extraordi- 
nary powers to enforce such con- 
tracts aud carry them iuto effect? 
The court decided that the contract 
was so far in violation of public 
policy that neither party was en- 
titled toask the aid of a court of 
equity to enforce its specific per- 
formance, 

Whether the contractin question 
was absolutely void in law as con- 
trary to public policy, and whetber 
it was ultra vires of the corporations 
which were parties to it, are ques-
